THE FARMER’S ASSOCIATION. 


Editor of Tub Express. 

As some misapprehension exists re* 
garding the nature of the Farmers’ 
Association and its principles it may 
be * aid that the Association is non* 
paitizan in chaiacter and desires the 
well being of the’whole commuiitty. 
One of its principles is that taxation 
should bear equally on all classes. 
Railroads an l other corporations 
should not be exempt from taxation 
but should contribute proportionally 
with the genoral putdic to the revenues 
of the country. The appointmeut of a 
“Railway Commission" to regulate 
rates and prevent discrimination be¬ 
tween shippers over railroads is de¬ 
sired by the Ass« elation. No further 
grants of public money or lands should 
be made to any railroad or other cor¬ 
poration or to any individual. 

In effect bonuses, bounties and sub¬ 
sidies should lie abolished. The Far¬ 
mers’ Association is opposed to any 
increase iu the tariff. The main¬ 
tenance of efficient cattleguards on 
railroads or rather the liability of 
railroads for damagee caused by 
inefficient cattleguards and a drainage 
act along the lines of tbe Conan bill 
aro also contended for by the AssocU- 
tlan. The Farmers’ Association does 
not constitute a new political party. 
Members of either political party maj 
become members of the Association.

One reason 
they aro kept in the lot this way, 
is that when they hunt tlieir shilled 
corn ration they work up all coarse 
material, so that It is easily bundled 
as manure. 

Of course they cannot carry rings 
and do this, and this fact prevents 
tlieir being allowed the range of tho 
bluegrass pasture.

KOTES AND COMMENTS. 

It is curiou* that in these days 
when every occupation is raised to 
the dignity of either a science or an 
art that housekeeping should be dis¬ 
tinguished by neither of these titles. 
It is understood that no education is 
too broad to fit a woman for the 
duties of maternity, but it is gener¬ 
ally supposed that as a mere house¬ 
keeper she can get along with the 
scraps of an education. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact housekeeping is to-day 
both a science and an art. It is a 
science whose laboratory is the kit¬ 
chen; nn art which flndu expression 
in every room in the hout;o. Tho good 
housekeeper is familiar with many 
sciences. Her knowledge of prices 
aiKl wages renders her something of 
a political economist, her acquaint¬ 
ance with the problems of sanitation 
makes plumbing mysteries an open 
book, and an understanding of chem¬ 
istry solves culinary riddles and 
banishes hit or r.ms methods. 

The decorative side of the house¬ 
keeping requires both brains and 
heroism. It takes brains to pre¬ 
serve the right proportion between 
use and ornamont. It takes true 
courage to banish from one’s pre¬ 
sence the offerings of science but mis¬ 
guided friendships. Of course the 
conscientious housekeeper may find 
herself in the posit ion of one of Mrs. 
Wharton’s heroines whose friends 
were not ecpial to tho chairs they 
•at in, but she shows the artistic 
•ul \ation of these friends may be ac¬ 
compli.died by means of chairs, and 
it is in no narrow, selfish spirit that 
flic scol.fj to make her home an abid¬ 
ing place for art as well a refuge 
for weary souls. Housekeeping 
seems to be the one field that knows 
no masculine competitors, and 
though men have not lacked help¬ 
meets to assure them of the fact 
Hhat whereas a '‘man's is from 
Jfun to sun a woman’s work is never 
done," for the most part they re¬ 
gard this science and art with thp 
slighting regard that is always ac¬ 
corded to what is not understood. 
Hut it is not too nuich to venture 
the belief that the timo is coming 
when housekeeping will rank among 
the greatest of the arts and sciences, 
and good housekeepers will take their 
places if not among the geniuses at 
least among tiie "women of brains 
and talent."

FARMERS FROM THE OTHER 
SIDE OF THE LINE. 


Canada's Prosperity is tho Mag¬ 
net Which Is Drawing the 
Yankees. 

Ilobert Ronald writing to the Lon¬ 
don Daily Express says Ten years 
ago ihero were over two million 
Canadians in the United States. 
Long before the nc^ct ton years are 
over there will be quite two million 
Americans in Canada. 

There is no check to tho influx of 
farmers from tho Northwestern 
States. It is estimated that tho 
emigrants to Canada will number 
75,000 at least, half of the Ameri¬ 
cans. During tho financial year re¬ 
cently ended they numbered 08,000. 

This now development in tho awak¬ 
ening of what an American Consul 
picturesquely described us tho 
"Sleeping Empire Hcyond" is lead¬ 
ing to new problems, commercial 
and political. Tho farmers who are 
soiling their lands in Dakota, Iowa, 
Nebraska, and other northwestern 
States arj not going to Canada as 
temporary residents ; they are go¬ 
ing to stay, and in a few years the 
provinces of Manitoba, Albortu, and 
Assiniboia will be largely inhubited 
by Americans. $ 

RICHNESS OF TIIE NORTHWEST 

Canada has poured out her wealth 
in developing her railways, in ad¬ 
vancing agriculture, in improving 
inland navigation, in building canals 
and deepening river channels, and 
was beginning to despuir of at¬ 
tracting immigrants in such num¬ 
bers as would develop her magnifi¬ 
cent domain. Now prosperity has 
come with a rush, and the America^ 
farmers are only tho forerunners of 
a great invasion. 

The American capitalists, already 
powerful in Ontario, and Nova Sco- 
tiu, in building up Canadian manu¬ 
facturers, will soon invade the north¬ 
western provinces, where rich min¬ 
erals remain untouched. Re tween 
the Red River and the Rockies there 
are 05,000 miles of coal-bearing 
strata—a potential harvest richer 
than tiff* prairies can yield—awaiting 
American enterprise. 

Perhaps Englishmen will also bo 
attracted to the growing Northwest, 
but the Americans will certainly get 
the sturt. 

What is to he the effect of this 
inpouring of Americans to Canada— 
politically and commercially ? 
AMERICANIZING CANADA. 

There are Americans who think the 
Northwestern provinces should have 
been regarded us part of the "hin¬ 
terland’’ of the United States. There 
ure some who hope that the in- 
vuders will assist in tjie American¬ 
ization of Canada. They .think tho 
Americans will become a discontent¬ 
ed out lander population who will ap¬ 
peal to their Government to take 
them under its protecting wing. 
There is not the slightest indication 
at present of any such movement, 
nnd there is no reason why it should 
arise: 

Americans are just ns much at 
home in Canada as in the States 
they I*.ft ; they find political life less 
turbulent. party politics h-is cor¬ 
rupt. taxes lighter, the machinery of 
justice above reproach, and liberty 
as complete us under the Stars and 
Stripes. There is no reason why 
they should not become citizens of 
the Dominion, and tho Canadian 
Government is certainly doing its 
best to encourage immigration bv 
sending its agents to the United 
States and in encouraging settle¬ 
ment .

While tho Canadian Government is 
welcoming the American emigrant it 
is still more anxious than ever to 
draw settlers from this country. It 
is taking advantage of the present 
wave of prosperity to boom Canada. 
Four locturers are at work travel¬ 
ling about the country describing 
the attractions of the Dominion. 

Tho Government are offering grants 
to encourage settlers, and are giv¬ 
ing prizes for school essays on Can¬ 
ada. The Canadian emigration au¬ 
thorities are erecting a large office 
in Trafalgar square, which will bo 
fitted up in luxurious style, and 
everything in it will be the produce 
of Canada. The Government are 
ulso pushing tho fruit trade in this 
country, and a company is about to 
bo organized to start shops which 
will sell only Canadian produce. 

Altogether Canada is just now tho 
most prosperous part of the Em¬ 
pire.

of the vicious circle In which tho 
reason "eddies round nnd round." It i 
is apparent at this glad hour of tho 
infant year, that wc ought to form 
good resolutions and not put it off 
till tho Fourth of July, or next 
Christinas. Vet it is just as appar¬ 
ent that if we resolve not to do this 
or that, wc shall pretty surely do 
it, because wo forget not to.

FOR HOUSEKEEPERS. 

A shortening inucli cheaper than 
! lard is obtained by rendering flank 
1 suet, which butchers generally call 
cod fat. Jt costs, generally, si;; 
j cents u pound, and makes a line, 

! soft white shortening which is ex¬ 
cellent for pastry, cookies, ginger¬ 
bread and for frying. The easiest 
way to render it is to cut in long 
stiips, run it through n meat chop¬ 
per, put it in a granite vessel and 
set in the oven to melt. It reduces 
to a clear oil in a few hours. 

Oatmeal will absorb about four 
times its own bulk of water, so 
when one cup of meal is to bo cock¬ 
ed use four cups, or on^quart, of 
water, and one tenspoonful of salt. 

, Put the water in the upper part of 
i the double-boiler, set on the range, 

; and when it begins to boil shake in 
1 the oatmeal, stirring constantly. 
Allow it to boil about a minute, 
then set into tho lower part of the 
boiler, if the kitchen lire is burning 
slowly all night, as it generally is 
at this season, leave the double¬ 
boiler with plenty of water in the 
lower part at the front of the? stove 
and it will steam slowly till, morn¬ 
ing. If this is not practicable, cook 
the day before it is needed for about 
six hours. Oatmeal is lit to cat, 
only alter long cooking. If cereals 
are undercooked they are unwhole¬ 
some and cause sickness, which is 
often ascribed to other than the true 
cause. 

! Good winter succotash can be pre¬ 
pared from canned corn and dried 
j limn beans. Soak the beans over 
night in cold water and put tho 
beaus in a stewpan with boiling wu- 
j ter. Let them simmer about two 
hours. Drain ; add the corn, a cup 
of cream or a cup of milk and some 
butter. season to taste and cook 
three minutes.

Dentist Says Bad TsstE Art the 
Causa of Bad Eyesight. 

Some years ago, writes a corres¬ 
pondent, 1 was a martyr to tooth¬ 
ache, and curiously enough I began 
to feol that at tho some time that 
my sight was giving way. I had a 
good deal of reading to do, so I 
did not connoct tho two things in 
my own mind. On going to a dent¬ 
ist, however, I happened to tell him 
about my falling eight, a nd he ut 
once informed mo that, in his opin¬ 
ion, bad teeth were tho cause of bad 
eyesight, and that this wus a fact 
very little known. 

I took the dentist's hint and my 
experienco has been that since my 
teeth havo been put thoroughly in 
order my sight has become stronger 
; and better than it has ever been be¬ 
fore. On making inquiries into this 
subject, I And that many cases are 
on record of failing eyesight being 
caused by defective teeth exciting 
disturbances of tho ocular nerves. 

Such a case was reported some 
time ago of a girl, aged fifteen 
years, who suffered from fulling vis¬ 
ion, and became, according to her j 
own account, blind in a week; her 
pupiis were dilated and insensible. 
She had two decayed teeth taken 
out, and "her vision returned to her 
when walking away from tho hos¬ 
pital." 

A week previous to this miraculous 
euro the blind girl had been examin¬ 
ed by a well-known oculist, who af- 
{ ter some pcrsuasioQ made her read 
with either eye, and designated the 
case as "hysterical amblyopia!"

This iff contrary 
to the prevailing opinion on this 
subject, which is that the man who 
wishes to prodhico beef had better do 
it with animals that, havo no tend¬ 
ency -to milk. I believe that milk 
production is essential to the high¬ 
est l!*grco of excellence in the beef 
aninflW, to the reproductive powers 
of ths animal. 


MILK AND BEEF, 


There is nothing antagonistic be¬ 
tween milk and beef production. Milk 
production in the animal is nature's 
law r.nd departure from this is arti¬ 
ficial. It is not a part of the divine 
plan that one cow could give milk 
and the other not. Selection and 
specialization are csttjntial, but I 
wish to counsel against specialisa¬ 
tion to promoto tho beef typo to 
the exclusion of some qualities that 
urc most desired, und 1 believe that 
when wo specialize properly in beef 
production we uro also &])cciulizing 
in rndl.U production. I nm not talk¬ 
ing of trynig to maintain an equili¬ 
brium between milk and beef. Tho 
highest degree of excellence und util¬ 
ity cannot bo produced without giv^- 
ing attention to milking qualities. 

Tho time has come, or will soon 
como. when it doesn't pay to main¬ 
tain the average cow for the calf 
tlmt idle will produce. The valuable 
pure-bred cow is out of this ques¬ 
tion, but 1 am speaking of tho cow 
that produces a culf for tho block. 
We havo r ached $loO-ucre land, ami 
it does not pay to maintain that 
cow simply for the calf she will pro¬ 
duce. You must have something be¬ 
side the calf. You have the milk¬ 
ing powers or function in order to 
make her the most useful animal in 
the brooding herd. 

NOT GOOD MILKERS. 

It is a fact that a good many 
cows are maintained for the one calf 
that she produces, but a g< od many 
of the cows are not capable of pro¬ 
ducing and maintaining one good 
calf. They lack the cliaracteri.dtet* 
that are essential to make a most 
profitable calf. There are a good 
many cows tliat cannot nurse or 
raise a good calf. You are main¬ 
taining u less profitable investment 
in that kind of a cow. 

When you go to the show rings of 
our fairs you see tho best calves 
nursed, nourished and brought into 
the high condition of excellence by 
one or more nurse cows. Those 
calves are very highly fed and it re¬ 
quires mere feed. I do not refer to 
such cows. But there are cows that 
arc not equal to the task of produc¬ 
ing and raising a good calf under 
farm conditions ami for farm pur¬ 
poses. That kind of a cow is less 
profitable than a cow that gives a 
better flow of milk. Many who aro 
judging of the merits of brooding 
cattle are very largely influenced by 
that consideration. It is a question 
that has a right to enter into the 
consideration of the subject.

Which is the Better for the Country? 


(From the “Montreal Star” of Jan 17.) 

Every man who eats, every man 
who wears clothes, every man able to 
think for himself, must be able to see 
the advautagfS of free trade. The 
rnan who profits by protection does so 
at the expense of the people. Aud at 
that lie is only temporarily benefited. 
Ultimately the very system by which 
he enriches himself enures to the dis¬ 
advantage 0 his class by impoverish¬ 
ing the farming community upon 
whose success we must depend for any 
lasting prosperity. If Canada’s 
growth is not stifled by a high tariff 
it will be the greatest country in the 
world in the next hundred years. A 
calm survey of the Canadian situation 
is always confused by comparison 
with the great development of the 
United Stares under a high tariff. 
Every country has its own problems 
to solve and comparisjn with no other 
country will furnish an example for 
Canada to be guided by. The United 
States has the people. Canada has 
not. We have inexhaustible uaiural 
wealth, but we lack population. Make 
it profitable for the farmer to till, the 
soil, by mekiu.ic it possible for him to 
secure what ho wears, and what lie 
utilizes in the development of his land, 
at the lowest possible cost, and you at 
once stimulate tho farming industry. 
Not only do you attract rural immi¬ 
gration, but you keep the youth of the 
country on the land. If the-, farmer 
could bo made to i-eo his unequal 
position under a high tariff, prottetiou 
would b • doomed. 

To explode a popular delusion, the 
United States furnishes a striking 
i xample of th • benefits of free trade. 
Having an enormous population, be¬ 
tween which to trade, and no state 
tariff barriers to hamper that trade, it 
has prospered in a remarkable degree. 
Nevirtheless the United States to-day 
has reached a crisis in its existence, 
an inflated tariff standing in the way 
of its expansion. Surround New York 
State, with its five or six million 
people—the population of Canada— 
with a tariff wall and the fallacy of 
protection would become at once 
apparent. 

By all m-'ans let us look to the wel- 
faie of the farmer in a country rich in 
agricultural wealth, If the principle 
of protection has any merit at all, it 
cannot consistently be applied uuiil 
we become a populous couutry, It 
will theu be time enough for the manu¬ 
facturer to say to the farmer, who is 
not protected, but takes liis chances 
with uil comers in the world’s market, 
‘Permit me to get tich at your tx- 
f ense.” 

Protection is an unnatural law in 
any country. Even if we admit its 
success as enriching some particular 
country, the people of some other 
country arj made jiut that much 
poorer. S<L'Tn< day there will bo uni¬ 
versal free : radv and the people of that 
day wil marvel at the standard of the 
civilization of the 20th century. With 
uni verbal free trade Canada’s uaturkl 
resources would develoj e wonderfully 
We would produce food stuffs fur tho 
gieat industrial ctnues. One country 
•« uld have the benefit of the htsr. that ! 
was pioUe.ced 111 another. Each conn- j 
•ty would exchange witn other coun- 
ti tes the commodities that each could I 
n t produce advantageously. 

High protectionists have no stun- j 
dard but high protection. 
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with trusts, and is responsible for 
most of them. Thus the element of 
competition is eliminated. In the 
United States, out of a total of 297 
iar^e trusts, each with a capitaliza¬ 
tion of a million dollars or more, only 
81 ato not protected by the tariff and 
these for the most part possess frau- 
effises or patents which give them a 
monopoly. England has about thirty 
loosely oiganized combinations called 
trusts. They are nearly harmless, 
because if they attempt to increase 
prices unduly, importation '’ill begin, 
and the trust be forced to terms. lu 
high piotected Germany and Austria 
the product of nearly every workshop 
is controlled by a trust. The criminal 
code prevents the rapid progress of the 
movement in France, but trusts are 
being organized the*'e as fast us way* 
for dodging the law cun be devised. 
And tho most absurd spectacle is the j 
enactment of laws to curb trusts under 
a high protective ‘ariff.

STOBT FOLD BY A PHOSFECTOB 
Hi MEXICO. 

Mysterious Phenomena Welcomed 
the Intruders Into the 
Mine. 

Another futile effort ha* Just been 
made to explore the shuft and un¬ 
derground workings of the so-called 
haunted Refugio mine In the Chispu 
Mountains, sixty miles southwest of 
I Alpino, Texas. 

The mine was worked by tho Span¬ 
iards moro than a ccnfc*-y ago. It 
was abandoned and forgotten until 
about twenty years ago, when an 
American mining engineer, l!eury 
Boyd, while looking up tho title to 
a Mexican mining proj erty, came 
across a mention of it in the arch¬ 
ives of the State of Coahuife at 
Saltillo, Mexico. 

Tho records gave a careful de¬ 
scription of the* property und its lo¬ 
cation. They showed that it was 
worked for forty years prior to 
1791, and that it produced during 
that time more than 87,000.000 of 
silver ore, a largo share of the reve¬ 
nue derived from the mine going to 
I the Crown of Spain. 

! Mr. Boyd was grcutly surprised at 
the information contained in tho 
records, and proceeded to mako a 
copy of thorn with a view of lofnb- 
ing tho lost mine. Accompanied by 
a Mexican guide, he left Saltillo for 
the Chi*pa Mountains. 

It was a long and fatiguing trip, 
and the two men experienced great • 
hardships until they reached the lit¬ 
tle Mexican settlements along the 
Hio Grande south* of Alpine, whero 
they made their headquarters whllo 
they made expeditions into the rough 
country north of the river in search 
of tho mine. 

j LOCATION OF THE MINE. 

Tho records shower! in a general 
Way where the mine was situated, 
but the exact spot could not be 
found until a Mexican sheep homier 
one day informed Boyd that lie could 
ihmv him ihc ruins of an anci< nt 
smeller. These ruins were situuled 
in a deep canyon, and after a pa¬ 
tient search Mr. Boyd came upon 
the mouth of the shaft. 

A crude ladder, made of the hides 
of wild animals, still hung in tiie 
shaft, and other-evidences of u sud¬ 
den abandonment of the mine were 
seen. What occurred when Mr 
Boyd attempted to explore tiie mine 
is told In a letter which be wrote 
to .I nines E. Mcnde, who resided ut 
San Antonio n< that time, but has 
been engaged in business at Alpine 
for several yearn. The letter raid:

The recent let*-r of "A Train De- 
tpatchcr" objecting to the criticism 
of the habits of some dispatchers 
when giving instructions id trainmen 
is misleading to those unfamiliar 
with the exact nature of the rail¬ 
road operator's work. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, this correspondent assumes, like 
many other dispatchers, that all 
operators out on tho road are infal¬ 
lible, so far as concerns their nnder- 
standing of rules and their power to 
execute orders—an ussumptibn which 
l.as caused grievous trouble in tho 
past. Conductors have sometimes 
usMinied that their brakemcn could 
not full to obey the rules by pro¬ 
tecting the rear of the train when 
it stopped unexpectedly, and have 
neglected to sec to it themselves 
that the proper signals wero display¬ 
ed at such times. What has been the 
result of this assumption ? A long 
list of accidents which might have 
been averted by cuution on the part 
of the conductors.

short for that ! When a maid is 
kept, material intended for wipers 
must bo hemmed, and even then it is 
dilllculi. to make a girl understand 
that hi maned cloths aro towels, and 
not “oM rugs" ; while some species 
of the hired "help" prefer a tuolo 
napkin to all other things for use 
in wiping off the stove, nr around 
the sink. 

When it seems desirable to 
homemade wipers, muke a long stitch 
on the machine and thread it with 
course ^thread, ITeat a flatiron, and 
turning .up the edge once all around, 

| press it with the flat. Then turn up 
| tho second time and press again. 
This is the quickest w’uy to fold in 
the hem end it can be stitched at 
! once on the machine without bast- 
I ing. If one learns to use the small- 
jest hemming attachment on the ma¬ 
chine, the loins can be turned and 
j stitched at once with a great euv- 
ii v of time and labor. Always finish 
I the towels with n loop of tape or 
| folded cloth. A yard or two of the 
'folded cloth loops can be turned in 
and stitched along its length, then 
cut into short loops, and scwetl to 
the towels. 

J Towels should never be hung on a 
nail, for it wears them out very 
quickly. If one must use a nail for 
any kind of towels, wrap it with 
cloth or tape, so it will not wear 
through the towelling. A small line 
on tiu* back porch, or a towel ruck 
in the kitchen near the range, is the 
best arrangement for ^Tsfk-sing of 
dish wipers. When hung on the rack 
or line, they use spread out, and u 
quick rinse after each meal is all 
they need to keep them a good color 
until the weekly wa h day. 

Af iih* from old shed's, i/c can use 
wornout tablecloths, both white and 
colored ; the crash and listen skirls 
worn so much during the past few 
summers, and skirts and trousers of 
duck and pique. These last make ex¬ 
cellent di.sh towels and dish cloths 
• for use in the dishpnn, baking cloths 
for use around th** stoves, and pieces 
for turning out hat bread and cake 
upon. The linen crash and pique 
should be cut into varying lengths 
end hemmed, for ft wears so well one 
is well repuid for the tune and labor 
of hemming.

“WARM” BUTTER SHIPMENT. 

Minister Will tfot Allow It to B® 
Put on Cars. 

A despatch from. Montreal says:

A cavity was formed In the upper 
tyunk of the bottom tree, wlilcli was 
filled with decaying bark and the ac¬ 
cumulated dust and debris of years. 
This became a sort of bed, from which 
sprang the roots and In time produced 
the upper, tree. Contrary to all the 
laws of horticulture, the life of the tree 
has not been Injured In the least by Its 
parasite companion on top. 

The top tree Is a lime, and the peas¬ 
ants In the neighborhood make occa¬ 
sional pilgrimages to this tree, as they 
malic a sort of tea from the buds of the 
lime, which, they say, on account of Its 
peculiar growth and situation, has 
mysterious and beneficial powers If im¬ 
bibed. 

The lime Is firmly rooted In the lower 
tree, Having withstood tho ravages of 
tlu* wind for years, and seems to be 
flourished ns well as If It wore growing 
In the natural soil of tho earth.
